N THE scramble to find or 
make work for the vast army 


employed woman would appear 
to have been somewhat neglected. 
But not by Mrs. Ellen S. Wood- 
ward. 

Mrs. Woodward is the ener- 
getic head of the women's de- 
partment of the FERA, and she 
has made it her business to rout 
out jobs for women while others 
are worrying about the male 
heads of families. The jobs she 
has discovered for them range 
from trailing divorced husbands 
to washing old tombstones. With 
a good slice of the four billion 
dollar work relief fund at her 
disposal, this resourceful job- 
hunter may be expected to un- 
earth even more outre occupa- 
tions. 

She insists that the emphasis 
upon unemployed men is mis- 
placed, for there are many wo- 
men as well as men who are sup- 
porting families and heading 
them. At the moment she is con- 
centrating on the white collar 
worker. (For women it would 
probably better be ‘“‘paper-cuff” 
worker). One of her projects is 
the compilation of an inventory 
of America to be done by unem- 
ployed writers, artists and teach- 
ers. 

Mrs. Woodward hails from Ox- 
ford, Mississippi. where her fath- 
er was once a Congressman. She 
has long been active in the Dem- 
ocratic Party, and in 1928 was a 
delegate to the nominating con- 
vention, but her main interest 
has been in social work and wel- 
fare organizations. 

President Roosevelt appointed 
her to her present post at the 
start of his administration in 
1933, and at once she displayed 
the resourcefulness and diligence 
which characterize her work. She 
managed to establish work pro- 
jects for women in all 48 States. 
Among the fields of. useful work 
which she found were canning, 
preserving, knitting, clothing- 
manufacture and the renovation 
of homes and of public buildings. 


She has been zealous in keep- 
ing women from being shouldered 
out of the job lines by men. Curi- 
ously enough, however, she was 
not a feminist in the days, not so 
long ago. when “Votes for Wo- 
men” was a political issue.

|B eee the prospect of guests 

during these warm week- 
ends disturb you in more ways 
than one? If your household 
budget suffers from the extra de- 
mands made upon it, and you are 
not overjoyed at the prospect of 
spending several hours in a hot 
kitchen, then try this solution: 
Pian your menus ahead and serve 
fish as the main course. 

Fish is inexpensive and re- 
quires but a brief cooking period 
if you want it for a hot entree. 
Often it can be served cold for 
salads or appetizers. Either fresh 
or canned fish can be used in 
most of today’s recipes that are 
extra good for hot weather meals. 

Shrimp Wiggle 

Have a pound of cooked and 
cleaned shrimps. Dice them. 
Brown two medium sized onions, 
sliced, in two tablespoons butter 
or cooking oil. Add one can con- 
densed tomato soup and an equal 
quantity of water. Thicken with 
one and one-half tablespoons 
flour mixed to a paste with some 
of the cold liquid. &ook until the 
mixture bubbles and is slightly 
thickened. Then add the shrimps. 
Heat thoroughly. Just before 
serving, stir in a pinch of baking 
soda. Serve in toasted bread cases 
or timbales.

Fish Salad Loaf 
Combine two cups fish flakes 


with two hard-cooked eggs, 
chopped, one-fourth cup minced 
sweet pickles, one tablespoon 
chopped onion, one tablespoon 
lemon juice and one teaspoon 
salt. Let stand a few minutes, 
Stirring occasionally. Blend to- 
gether two teaspoons anchovy 
paste with enough mayonnaise to 
hind the mixture together. Add 
to the fish and stir well. 


Cut the erusts from a loaf of 


sandwich bread and cut into 
slices lengthwise. Spread the bot- 
tom slice with mayonnaise. put 
on some of the fish mixture and 
spread. Add the second loaf of 
bread that has been spread with 
softened butter or mayonnaise on 
hoth sides. Add more salad mix- 
lure, repeating until the slices 
are used and the loaf is complete. 
Arrange crisp watercress or 
hearts of lettuce around the loaf 
and spread with seasoned may- 
onnaise. Decorate with bits of 
pimiento. Slice and serve cold. 


Fish Souffle 
Set your oven at a low heat. 


Combine two cups cooked fish 
flakes with three’ tablespoons 
vinegar or lemon juice. Whip the 
whites of three eggs until very 
stiff and set aside. Beat the yolks 
of the eggs, add one cup milk 
and one cup fish stock, one tea- 
spoon sa't, one-fourth teaspoon 
black pepper, two tablespoons 
each of finely chopped parsley 
and an onion and the fish flakes 
and mix well. Lastly, fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into a greased baking dish, gar- 
nish with pimiento and green
